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REMARKS 

The Office Action dated March 14, 2007, has been carefully considered. The 
Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the application in view of the foregoing 
amendments and the following remarks. 

Claims 54-56 have been cancelled without prejudice. Claims 1-51 and 53 are 
now pending in the application following the above amendments. Claims 1-51 are allowed. 

Claims 53-56 are rejected under 35 USC §11 2, first paragraph, as fiiiling 
to comply with the enablement requirement. 

Claims 54-56 have been cancelled without prejudice. Support for inhibition of DP- 
IV enzyme activity is provided below for six specific examples disclosed in the application:
